STOCKHOLM (AP) — The 
Scandinavian airline said today 
a report that American mili­ 
tary officials had asked the air­ 
line to fly 187 American prison­ 
ers of war from Laos to Europe 
was incorrect.

brought a flood of official de­ 
nials from American and North 
Vietnamese officials. 
The airline said today its of­ 
fice in West Germany had been 
approached in mid-July by a 
“private individuar’ who want­ 
ed to arrange a charter flight 
from Laos to Rome “for 187 
passengers.’’ 
“It was never mentioned that 
the category of passengers was 
military personnel,’’ SAS said 
in a statement released today. 
The airline said it made pre­ 
liminary ‘ arrangements 
and 
was ready to sign a contract, 
but this “has been called off by 
the private contact of SAS in 
Germany.” 
The “private individual” was 
not identified by name or na­ 
tionality. 
The report of a prospective 
POW flight was first published 
Wednesday night in Sweden’s 
biggest 
newspaper, 
Da gens 
Nyheter, which said the flight 
would be on Aug. 12. 
This wra,s followed by an an­ 
nouncement 
from 
an 
SAS 
spokesman that U.S. military 
authorities in West Germany 
had asked to charter a €8 to 
airlift 187 POWs from Vien­ 
tiane, the Laotian capital, to 
Rome by way of Bangkok. 
Dagens Nyheter charged SAS 
with “giving way to' political 
pressure to soft pedal the whole 
thing.” 
Editor in Chief Boerje Dahl- 
qvist maintained the news­ 
paper’s reported, attributed to 
“sources,” was “wholly correct 
as it stands,” but refused to 
identify his sources. He did not 
specify what “political pres­ 
sure” he claimed had been ap­ 
plied. 
SAS spokesman Jade Herbert 
said: “Nuts to Dagens Nyheter. 
I can’t give any explanation 
about this whole thing other 
than to say that a lot of people 
were unavailable when this sto­ 
ry broke and that we could not 
sort things out until now."

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Offi­ 
cers of state employes’ union 
locals throughout Indiana were 
called to a meeting in Indianap­ 
olis today to discuss salaries 
and what action to take in the 
face of a state government “fi­ 
nancial emergency.” 
Walter Hayden, an official of 
Indiana Council 62, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes, said the 
1971 'Legislature authorized $1 
million to raise the pay scale 
July 1. He said he thinks the 
state should at least reassure 
the workers they’ll get their 
money when the state can af­ 
ford it. 
“The facts are that the state 
is in a serious financial emer­ 
gency,” Hayden said. He said 
7.000 to 8.000 employes now at 
the maximum pay scale would 
immediately move up to the 
new máximums when the State 
Budget Agency releases the 
funds. 
He said the union probably 
will ask that the action be retro­ 
active to July 1 although funds 
may not be released for some 
weeks. 
Meanwhile, State Budget Di­ 
rector Thomas H. Taylor said 
the Budget Committee will dis­ 
cuss the problem at a meeting 
next week.

Compromise Billboard Agreement 
Is Reached By Indiana, U.S. 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Indi­ 
ana officials say it could take 
a year or more to fully imple­ 
ment a com.promise state-fed­ 
eral agreement for regulating 
billboards along Indiana inter­ 
state and primary highways. 
The agreement was signed 
Wednesday by Gov. Edgar D. 
Whitcomb and U.S. Transporta­ 
tion Secretary John A. Volpe, 
who said the pact “brings us 
closer to our goal of miles of 
American roads unscarred by 
billboards.” 
The compromise was reached 
after Volpe rejected Indiana's 
weaker law on billboard con­ 
trols now in effect. The law, 
passed by the 1971 Indiana Leg­ 
islature, had an escape clause 
under which the governor could 
shift to a stricter code if fed­ 
eral authorities turned down the 
first one. 
Indiana would have lost 10 
per cent of federal road funds— 
about $8.5 million a year—if it 
failed to meet federal billboard 
standards. 
Under Wednesday’s agree­ 
ment: 
—All signs shall not exceed 
1,000 square feet, a maximum 
height of 25 feet and maximum 
length of 60 feet, exclusive of 
trim. 
—On the interstate system 
and limited access facilities on 


the federal-a id primary system 
no sign structure shall be erect­ 
ed within 500 feet of another 
structure on the same side of 
the highway. 
—Outside incorporated mu­ 
nicipalities, no sign structure 
may be adjacent to or within 
500 feet of an interchange, in­ 
tersection at grade, or rest 
area. 
—On other routes on the fed­ 
eral-a id primary system, out­ 
side of incorporated municipali­ 
ties, no sign structure shall be 
erected within 300 feet of anoth­ 
er sign structure on the same 
side of the highway. 
—Inside incorporated munici­ 
palities, no sign structure shall 
be erected within 100 feet of an­ 
other sign structure on the same 
side of the highway. 
—Sign structures wrhich in­ 
clude flashing, intermittent or 
moving lights shall be prohib­ 
ited, except those providing 
pub! ie -serv i c e infer m at ion sue h 
as time, date, temperature and 
weather. 
The federal government will 
provide 75 per cent of the cost 
of removing offending bill­ 
boards with the state to provide 
the rest. 
Indiana officials have esti­ 
mated several thousand signs 
would be in violation in the 
state.

1970 were Martinsville, Nobles - 
ville, Plymouth and Rushville. 
No fatalities were recorded in 
1970 in Alexandria, Clinton, 
Greencastle, Griffith, Hartford 
City, Linton, Princeton and 
Whiting. 
The smallest towns were the 
safest, with 135 between 1,000 to 
5.000 population reporting no fa­ 
tal traffic accidents last year. 
They included Corydon. the first 
Indiana capital.

Wholesale food prices dropped 
in July, but a broad range of 
industrial raw materials and 
manufactured products posted 
the biggest seasonally adjust­ 
ed cost increase in 15 years, 
the government said today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said the prices of farm 
products and processed foods 
declined three-tenths of one per 
cent in July, the largest drop in 
eight months, and were down 
one per cent on a seasonal 
basis for the largest such drop 
in more than a year, 
However, 
sharply 
higher 
prices for lumber and steel 
products resulted in a rise of 
five-tenths of one per cent, 
sharpest in 10 months. The in­ 
crease for industrial products 
on a seasonal basis was seven- 
tenths, highest since August of 
1956. the bureau said. 
The over-all result was an in­ 
crease of three-tenths of 1 per 
cent in the government’s whole­ 


sale price index, the smallest 
rise in four months. On a sea­ 
sonal basis, the rise was two- 
tenths, smallest in five months. 
The luly increase pushed the 
whole ale index to 114.6 of its 
1967 base of 100. This means 
wholesale goods worth $100 four 
years ago now cost $114.60. 
The index was 3.3 per cent 
above a year earlier, the smal­ 
lest annual spread in four 
months. 
However, the bureau said 
that industrial prices in the 
past six months rose at an an­ 
nual rate of 4.9 per cent, the 
largest increase since the six- 
m o n t h 
period 
ending 
in 
January, 1957. 
Wholesale food prices are 
more subject to sharp fluctua­ 
tions from month to month due 
to weather and market factors. 
The report today on metal 
price increases does not include 
this week’s announced price 
hikes that followed a large 
wage hike for nearly 500,000 
steel workers.

GM said its new prices were 
tentative and do not include 
provisions for the new seat bell 
warning system which the fed­ 
eral government says must be 
on all cars manufactured after 
Jan, 1, 1972. GM said prices of 
the unit will be announced at 
that time.

“Tally-ho,” Scott called out 
as the payload W 3. s spring- 
ejected from the same bay that 
carries the mapping cameras, 
“That’s a very pretty satellite 


out there. It seems to toe rotat­ 
ing quite well. Very stable.’’ 
Earth stations immediately 
began receiving strong signals 
from the new lunar explorer. 
Apollo 15 was on its 74th orbit 
of the moon. As the astronauts 
were about to whip around the 
backside, out of radio contact, 
for the last time, capsule com­ 
municator Joseph Allen told 
them: 
“Set your sails for home. 
We’re predicting good weather, 
a strong tail wind and we’ll be 
waiting on the dock." 
A two-minute rocket firing 
behind the moon added nearly 
3,000 miles an hour to the 
spaceship’s speed and it broke 
out of the grasp of lunar grav­ 
ity. 
“Endeavour’s on the way 
home,” 
mission commander 
Scott reported as the ship came 
around the moon. “What a 
smooth burn that was.” 
As Apollo 15 pulled away, 
Scott commented: "We’re al­ 
most speechless looking at this 
thing. It’s amazing. Looks like 
we’re going straight up and 
we re leaving. There’s no doubt 
about that.” 
While Worden and Irwin were 
busy snapping pictures of the 
receding moon, Scott reported 
on the most spectacular fea­ 
tures—canyons, mountains, rills 
and ridges. 
He described what he be­ 
lieved were old lava beds near 
the crater Humboldt. 
‘ ‘T h e y ’ re quite distinct 
flows,” he said. "You can see 
where 
they’ve 
lapped 
up 
against the sides and you can 
also see where they’ve spilled 
down over the sides.” 
This could be another data 
point in the growing evidence 
gathered by Apollo 15 that vol­ 
canoes once erupted on the 
moon. Definite proof may come 
from analysis of the rocks Scott 
and Irwin gathered at the edge 
of Hadley RJBe, a canyon which 
many geologists believe was 
carved by a series of lava 
flows. 
As Endeavour moved out 
about 1,700 miles, the spacemen

had a view of the full front of 
the moon, half in shadow. 
“ You can see it all in one big 
gulp, and what a gulp!” Scott 
exclaimed. 
Scientists on the ground were 
exalted at the great amount of 
data flowing from the $25 m il­ 
lion 
nuclear-powered 
science 
station left at Hadley Base, the 
data from a $17 million array 
of lunar orbit experiments and 
the words of the astronauts. 
The 
moon men 
discovered 
such features as apparent lay­ 
ering 
in the mountains, 
lay­ 
ering in the sides of Hadley 
Rille and rocks of widely var­ 
ying composition. 
Dr. Paul Gast, chief of plan­ 
etary and space sciences at the 
Manned 
Spacecraft 
Center, 
said: 
“ If all this turns out to be 
true, then I think we will see 
that pieces of the puzzle are be­ 
ginning to fall into place.

The public defender, William 
Wurster, polled the jurors and

when 
asked, “ Is this your verdict.” 
Testimony in the case was

The acronym for Independent 
Postal Service of America may 
not be a household word and 
the idea of getting bags of mail 
hung on door knobs may be a 
bit 
startling. 
But officers of 
IPSA say the U.S. Postal Serv­ 
ice now has a solid competitor 
and a possible unofficial, future 
partner. 
Thomas L. Murray, president 
of the firm since it was founded 
3V£ years ago, says IPSA car­ 
riers will be delivering mail to 
residents in every city with 50,- 
000 or more residents by 1975. 
The service deals in third- 
class mail, or so-called “ junk 
m ail” 
although 
the 
term 
is 
taboo among IPSA employes. It 
now delivers the m aterial at 
cheaper rates than the Postal 
Service in hundreds of cities in 
19 states and Canada. 
And it has other projects in 
the works: 
—Construction of permanent 
post office buildings in 15 loca­ 
tions, 
stretching 
from 
Okla­ 
homa City to Buffalo, N.Y. 
—Expanded use of the “ IP- 
SAgram,” a modern version of 
the telegram. It uses facsimile 
transmission, 
which 
lets 
cus­ 
tomers send messages in their 
own handwriting, 
—Attempts 
to 
corral 
what 
could 
be 
its jnost 
lucrative 
business—wide-scale delivery of 
magazines and other publica­ 
tions. 
—Public service projects in 
certain areas, such as free mail 
from taxpayers to their con­ 
gressmen and 
five-cent rates 
for intracity delivery of Christ­ 
mas cards. 
“ We’re playing post office for 
real now,” says Murray, recall­ 
ing the firm ’s somewhat shaky 
start. 
“Since the first of the year 
we have been able to get all the 
financing we need,” he added 
in an interview. “ We didn’t get 
this in the past and it caused 
problems—operating on a cash 
flow basis.” 
Murray,

The Indiana Legislative Council has 
suggested to Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb 
and Atty. Gen. Theodore L. Sendak that 
it might be a good idea to nail down the 
Indiana-Kentucky boundary line. 
Of immediate concern is the question 
of whether Kentucky could tax such 
parts of a proposed port at Mount Ver­ 
non as might stick out into the Ohio 
River. 
Kentucky claims all of the Ohio to the 
north bank and how that came about is 
a long story. 
King James I of England in 1699 gave 
his Virginia colony a vast piece of real 
estate about 200 miles wide and stretch­ 
ing from ocean to ocean. There were 
three charters in all. The Court of Kings 
Bench cancelled the charters in 1625 but 
Virginia kept right on claiming the land. 
Other charters to Maryland, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Connecticut and the Carolinas 
took bites out of Virginia and its western 
boundary was hauled back to the Missis­ 
sippi River by the French Treaty in 1763. 
Virginia gave up the land from which 
Kentucky was formed in 1789, setting 
the northern boundary as the north bank 
of the Ohio. Kentucky was admitted to 
the Union in 1792. 
Meanwhile, the Ordinance of 1787 had 
provided for creating three to five new 
states in land which had been claimed 
by Virginia north and west of the Ohio 
River. Virginia ceded it to the federal 
government in 1784. 
This cession of the Northwest Territory 
continued the north bank of the Ohio as 
a boundary line. That’s where it was 
when Ohio became a state in 1803, fol­ 
lowed by Indiana in 1816 and Illinois in 
1818. 
That all seems clear enough, except 
that rivers don’t stay put quite as well as 
a steady trickle of water down a concrete 
gutter. 
For example, Kentucky claims Green 
Island down by Evansville, and collects 
taxes on Dade Park race track there, al­ 
though the main channel of the Ohio is 
on the south side. 
The original boundary is based on an 
Army Engineers’ survey of 1792. 
The Indiana 
Highway 
Department 
contends the original field notes of the 
survey show there has been very little 
change since it was made. It had been 
assumed some of the new channels were 
cut by floods since then. The low water 
mark is something else, raised by the 
vast system of navigation locks and 
dams. 
Indiana didn’t join Ohio in a challenge 
of the river boundary but the Legislative 
Council urges that this state’s top of­ 
ficials at least get a progress report on 
the court action and maybe reconsider 
about joining in it. 
Hoosier officials have wanted to handle 
the situation In a gentlemanly manner. 
Some of them, at least former Gov. Roger 
D. Branigin, read history as a hobby and 
remember the touchy Ohio-Michigan 
border dispute of 1835. 
That argument got so hot that both 
states put troops on the border and the 
first war between the States almost start­ 
ed 26 years earlier than the big one. In 
the final settlement Michigan lost 520 
square miles. 
And that’s why the northern border of 
Ohio is north of the northern boundary 
of Indiana.

We have no record of any such request * 
made of Jesus by His disciples concern­ 
ing any other act.

Did these earthly men feel the need of 
a cure for all that was superficial, and 
thus they turned to prayer? Did they feel 
the need for some redeeming alternative 
from that of the cursed selfishness that 
was always cropping up?

So much of our praying is wrong. But 
this is not to say that we should stop 
praying. Instead of quitting, we need to 
improve our praying. By going to the 
lessons Jesus taught is one way to im­ 
prove. We might be wrong in our ap­ 
proach to prayer, but he never was. 
Jesus never taught any particular pas­ 
ture of prayer. He never said what time 
of day to pray. But he issued several 
cautions before he launched into the 
necessary elements. He said for us not to 
pray as the hypocrites who loved to be 
seen and heard for their much praying. 
And he said that we ought to call a halt 
to all the empty cliches and platitudes.

Indiana Among 
States Listing 
Corn Borer 


WASHINGTON (A P) — An 
old enemy may be poised this 
year for another onslaught on 
the nation’s No, 1 feed grain 
crop. 
Overshadowed 
by 
southern 
leaf blight, the European corn 
borer caused more than $250 
million in losses in 1970 to corn 
farmers in 15 of the biggest 
producing states. It was the 
most damage in 16 years. 
A weekly insect report by the 
Agricultural 
Research Service 
said Tuesday the 15 states lost 
nearly 196 million bushels or al­ 
most 5.4 per cent of their com­ 
bined output. 
“It’s too early to1 tell with, 
any certainty what they’ll do 
this year,” J. W. Gentry, assis­ 
tant director of plant protection 
in ARS, told a reporter. “But 
the potential Is there.” 
Field reports also are begin­ 
ning to show corn borer build­ 
ups in Iowa, Wisconsin, Indiana 
and Minnesota, officials say. 
The borer threat comes as 
government 
officials, 
led 
by 
Agriculture Secretary 
Clifford 
M. Hardin, meet today at the 
University of Illinois on the 
corn blight problem. 
Last 
year 
corn 
production 
dropped from July estimates of 
4.8 billion bushels to 4.1 billion. 
Blight and other damage, in­ 
cluding from droughts and in­ 
sects, were the main causes.

Because of the Venezuelan 
Equine Encephalemelitis emer­ 
gency in Texas and other south­ 
ern states, 
a special horse, 
pony, mule census is being con­ 
ducted in the United States. This 
census information will be used 
in establishing necessary con­ 
trol measures for V.E.E. 
The 
Cooperative 
Extension 
Services in all 50 states has 
been given the responsibility of 
obtaining information on the 
number and breed from each 
owner of horses, 
ponies 
or 
mules. 
We are asking each Rush 
County owner of this kind of 
stock to either drop a card to 
the courthouse at Rushville, or 
call the Rush County Extension 
Office at 932-2761. 
The assistance of all equine 
owners is urgently solicited. 


State' Fair Tickets 
Rush County 4-H adult leaders 
and their 4-H club members are 
eligible for free State Fair Tic­ 
kets good for the period of 
August 19 through 23. Children 
under twelve years of age are 
admitted free. 
Leaders 
may 
pick up tickets for their clubs 
at the Extension Office or eligi­ 
ble individuals m?y rjme in for 
their ticket. 
The State Fair runs from Au­ 
gust 19 to 29. Anyone who wish­ 
es to purchase State Fair tic­ 
kets at reduced price may con­ 
tact either the Rush County 
Farm Bureau Insurance Office 
or the County Extension Office.

Pork Promotion and 
Evaluation 
At the Rush County Fair, 
three hundred pounds of Mar- 
hoefer smoked pork chops were 
prepared by Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Bosse, Dick Lower and others 
of the Rush County Pork Pro­ 
ducers and New Salem Lions 
Club on Tuesday, July 27. 
Serving of the pork chops 
started around 11:00 a.m. and 
by 6:00 p.m. they were all serv­ 
ed. 
To date (July 31, 1071) four 
counties in the area have held 
on-foot swine carcass shows. 
Rush County had twenty-eight 
hogs; Union County nineteen; 
Franklin 
County 
forty-eight; 
ami Decatur County sixty-two. 
Yet to be held in the six coun­ 
ties the reporting agent is re­ 
sponsible for is the show that 
was held at Fayette County 
Monday, August 2, and Henry 
County’s show will be on Mon­ 
day, August 9. 
In the carcass evaluation pro­ 
gram, figures are secured for 
live 
weight, 
carcass 
weight, 
dressing percentage, length of 
carcass, three back fat meas­ 
urements which is averaged. 
Comparative data is secured on 
weights of hams and loins and 
figure given for per cent of car­ 
cass in ham and loin weight, 
square inches of loin eye, a 
score is given for color and mar- 
bleing. 
If a swine producer knows 
the kind of product he is pro­ 
ducing and when a hog produc­ 
er finds his strong and weak 
points in kind of product he 
produces, he should select fu­ 
ture breeding stock that will 
help him overcome weak points 
in his 
bog carcass product. 
If 
enough 
producers 
engage 
in such a program they should 
produce a product that will be 
competitive with other 
meat 
products the housewife is buy­ 
ing for home use. 
4-H State Fair Projects 
Many of Rush County’s State 
Fair Projects will be taken to 
the State Fair Wednesday, Au­ 
gust 11. The Rush County 4-H 
Agent and apprentice agent are 
requesting the projects that are 
to be entered August 11 for pre­ 
judging be brought into the Ex­ 
tension Office August 8. 
Certain other projects will go 
to the State Fair August 18 such 
as foods, 
garden, 
some 4-H 
flowers. Each 4-H club mem­ 
ber who has a project entered 
in the State Fair receives a 
State Fair ticket direct back 
from the State Fair entry de­ 
partment with confirmation of 
receipt of entry being made. 


4-H Cub Recognition Program 
John G. Norris of Manilla, 


and Deborah Brashaber of R. 
R. 3, Rushville, were chosen to 
be the Rush County nominees 
to receive recognition for their 
tenure in 4-H Club work. They 
will receive their award and 
recognition August 24 at the 
State Fair. Each county is en­

Kind of Com Planted 
A recent survey was made on 
the kind of corn planted. Here 
in Indiana it was found that 
corn producers planted 30 per 
cent N corn, Nineteen per cent 
of it was T cytoplasm and 41 
per cent was blends of one kind 
or another. Two per cent plant­ 
ed F2 and one per cent of the 
acreage in some other kind, and 
5 per cent didn’t respond as to 
type of corn sold. 
Of the 31 states surveyed, 28.7 
per cent was N cytoplasm; 28.3 
per 
cent 
T 
cytoplasm 
and 
28.2 per cent was blend and 3.3 
per cent as F2 and 10.5 per cent 
as other kind or type not re­ 
ported. 


Bugs Of The Week 
The most common reported 
“bugs” of the past week include 
grasshoppers, sweet corn in­ 
sects, silk beetles and Euro­ 
pean corn borer. 
Infestation 
of 
grasshoppers 
should be watched closely this 
year as there are reports of 
high populations in home gar­ 
dens, 
soybean 
fields, 
alfalfa 
and clover pastures as well as 
flowering plants. Contact the 
Extension Office for E-19 for 
grasshopper control. Publication 
E-21 gives detail on insecticides 
and harvest restrictions. 
Any sweet com silking at this 
time should be sprayed or dust­ 
ed to protect against infestation 
of 
corn 
earworm, 
European 
corn borer and picnic beetles. 
Publication E-17, 21, el and 39 
give 
details 
dependent 
upon 
kind of insect problems you are 
having. 
Silk beetles on corn can be 
a 
problem 
if you have 
an 
average of six “silk beetles” 
per plant before pollination has 
been completed you had better 
think about spraying. 
Second brood egg masses of 
the 
European com 
borer 
is 
being laid at this time. Canning 
com, 
market 
garden 
corn, 
green beans and even potato 
plants are being reported in­ 
fected with second brood borers. 
Timely applications of carbaryl 
(Sevin) or diazinon will give 
plant protection. Refer to ID-56 
for commercial growers or E- 
21 for the home gardener. 


Spring Calves 


Out Gain Fall 


By 22 Pounds 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Beef 
calves born in the spring gain 
more rapidly than calves drop­ 
ped in late fall or winter, says 
L. A. Nelson, Purdue University 
extension animal scientist. 
Records from more than 12,400 
calves born in Indiana during 
a two-year period show that 
March and April-born calves 
gained 1.9 pounds per day up to 
weaning.

Generally, spring calving re­ 
quires less management and is 
more “in tune” with Mother Na­ 
ture since forage production and 
fertility are usually optimum 
during spring and early sum­ 
mer, Nelson explains. 
Calves should be 30 to 90 days 
old when forage production is 
highest so they can digest the 
extra milk from their dams and 
convert it to rapid, efficient 
gains. The abundance of green 
forage also provides a “flush­ 
ing” effect, resulting m early 
conception during the breeding 
season and greater reproductive 
efficiency, the animal scientist 
adds. 
A major advantage to fall 
calving is that there is a great­ 
er availability of labor compar­ 
ed to demands on the cattle 
raiser’s time during the spring 
planting season. 


USDA Implements 
Egg Products 


Inspection Act 


Surveys by the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture during the 
month following implementation 
of the Egg Products Inspection 
Act, which-went into effect July 
1, show that compliance with 
the law has been excellent, the 
USDA announced today. 
A total of 136 egg processing 
plants, producing dried, frozen, 
or liquid egg products, are op­ 
erating under the continuous in­ 
spection of Federal or State in­ 
spectors. Of these, 93 had pre­ 
viously been operating under a 
USDA voluntary inspection pro­ 
gram. 
To 
qualify 
for 
inspection, 
plants were required to meet 
Federal requirements for plant 
construction, 
facilities, 
equip­ 
ment, sanitation, and operating 
practices. Some 700 plants which 
previously had been occasional­ 
ly producing small quantities of 
egg products have ceased their 
egg-breaking operations. 
The law applies equally to 
plants producing egg products 
for interstate, intrastate, or for­ 
eign commerce. Imported egg 
products are required to meet 
the same requirements — and 
must have been produced under 
an inspection system approved 
by USDA. Only one country, 
Denmark, has applied for ap­ 
proval of its inspection program. 
No egg products are currently 
being imported in the U.S. 
USDA’s Consumer and Mark­ 
eting Service, which is respon­ 
sible for administration of the 
Egg Products Inspection Act, is 
now readying requirements for 
another part of the Act which 


State Farmers 
Turn To Blight 
Resistant Seed 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Almost 
one-third of Indiana’s 1971 corn 
acreage was planted with nor­ 
mal cytoplasm seed, which is 
resistant to Race T of the South­ 
ern Corn Leaf Blight. 
State • federal 
agricultural 
statisticians at Purdue Univer­ 
sity report that 30 per cent of 
the state’s corn acreage was 
planted with N seed, 41 per 
cent of the acreage with blends 
and 19 per cent with Texas Male 
Sterile cytoplasm corn, which is 
susceptible to SCLB. Two per 
cent of the acreage was planted 
with F-2 seed, which is second 
generation hybrid com. 
Only in the northeast part of 
Indiana, the area least hurt by 
SCLB last year, was there more 
TMS seed planted than in the 
previous year. 
Indiana is the nation’s third 
largest corn producing state. 
Growers in Illinois and Iowa, 
the country’s largest corn grow­ 
ing states, planted 32 per cent 
and 30 per cent normal com, 
respectively. 


goes into effect July 1, 1972. 
This part of the Act will reg­ 
ulate disposition of certain types 
of “restricted” shell eggs — 
those defined as checks, dirties,

Checks 
and dirties, under the regula­ 
tions to go into effect next year, 
may be sold only to plants op­ 
erating under official inspec­ 
tion, for proper segregation and 
handling.

Exempt from the law will be 
egg producers with flocks of 
3,000 hens or fewer hens, pro­ 
ducers selling eggs only direct 
to household consumers, and 
egg packers selling eggs only on 
their premises direct to house­ 
hold consumers. 
Another provision of the Act 
to go into effect July 1, 1972, 
will prohibit States from impos­ 
ing any standards which differ 
from official USDA standards 
for quality and size for shell 
eggs moving in interstate com­ 
merce.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Live­ 
stock output will show a sea­ 
sonal rise this fall but meat de­ 
mands will keep farm prices 
from 
tumbling 
severely, 
the 
Agriculture Department says. 
There will be more beef and 
pork during the second half of 
1971, but less veal, lamb and 
mutton than a year ago, USDA 
officials said Monday. 
Cutbacks by hog producers 
have improved the pork outlook 
from this time a year ago when 
market prices slumped drasti­ 
cally from early in 1970. 
“The hog picture is chang­ 
ing, and by the end of the year 
slaughter will probably drop 
below the unusually high levels 
of 1970,” the Outlook and Situ­ 
ation Board said. “Slaughter 
was up 20 per cent in January- 
June and is showing a sizable 
margin over year-earlier levels 
this summer. 
“However, the margin will be 
narrowing into fall. And slaugh­ 
ter will probably run a little be­ 
low the high levels of Oct.-Dec. 
1970. Hog slaughter in the first 
half of 1972 will likely drop off 
sharply because hog producers

Blight Sprays 


Not Harmful, 


Says Purdue 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., (Spl.) — 
Chemicals used as aerial sprays 
for Southern Corn Leaf Blight 
in Indiana are not poisonous, 
points out Eric Sharvelle, Pur­ 
due University extention plant 
pathologist. 
The 
chemicals, 
distributed 
under the trade names of Di- 
thane M-45 and Manzate 200, 
are derivatives of organic sulfur 
containing zinc and manganese. 
Their toxicity to warm blood­ 
ed animals is less than the tox­ 
icity of aspirin, Sharvelle says. 
Nor are the blight control 
chemicals injurious to trees, 
shrubs, lawns, fruits or vege­ 
tables. 
The chemicals are being ap­ 
plied at the rate of one and one- 
half pounds of chemical in four 
gallons of water per acre. 
To acquire a harmful dose of 
these chemicals, Sharvelle as­ 
serts, a 150-pound man would 
have to consume one to two 
pounds of the material or he 
would have to eat at one sitting 
three-fourths to one acre of 
sprayed corn — leaves, stems 
and ears. 
Sharvelle points out that the 
aircraft applying chemicals to 
corn for SCLB control are es­ 
pecially 
built 
and 
equipped 
Pilots flying these aircraft aro 
licensed for agricultural crop 
spraying and have fulfilled rigid 
requirements of the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Administration (CAA> 
for this type of flying. Too, they 
avoid 
flying 
over 
pastures, 
homes and public areas and do 
not fly when wind velocities 
cause excessive drift.

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Powdered 
pumice 
and

tenstone—both 
of 
which 
re ­ 
semble 
ordinary 
household 
flour—are two ingredients used 
over the years by professional 
wood finishers but often neg­ 
lected by the do-it-yourselfer. 
Varnish, shellac, lacquer and 
enamel, as well as some of the 
synthetic finishes, 
produce 
a 
high gloss, a desirable result 
for many persons. But when it 
seems 
necessary 
to 
remove 
some of the gloss, either by de­ 
sign or because the finish ap­ 
pears to have too much glare, 
either pumice or rottenstone or 
both will cut down the “new­ 
ish” appearance. Some manu­ 
facturers have produced prod­ 
ucts designed to achieve this 
result, such as flat varnishes 
and 
special 
rubbing 
com­ 
pounds, yet the experimenter 
(wood finishing is as much a 
hobby 
as 
a 
necessity) 
will 
achieve 
great 
satisfaction 
in 
producing 
beautiful 
finishes 
with pumice and rottenstone. 
The final finish should 
be 
allowed to harden for three or 
four days before attempting to 
get a satiny appearance. The 
pumice powder is mixed with 
either crude oil or water, then 
rubbed in thoroughly with a felt 
pad. You can buy such pads or 
make them from an old felt 
hat. Mixing the pumice with 
water is faster, but carries the 
slight danger that it may cut 
into the varnish too deeply. 
Mixing with crude oil takes a 
little longer but is safer for the 
beginner. 
Once the rubbing action has 
started, two things will be no­ 
ticed. The gloss will begin to 
disappear. And any irregula­ 
rities 
in 
the 
finish 
will 
be 
smoothed out. After the surface 
has been rubbed well, it should 
be wiped off with a clean cloth 
that has a little turpetine on 
it. 
When this has been done, the 
worker then appraises his work 
and decides whether the some­ 
what dull finish is what he 
wanted. II not . . . if he feels 
that a more satiny look would 
be preferable . . . he then goes 
through the same procedure, 
this time using powdered rot­ 
tenstone 
instead 
of 
pumice. 
Again he mixes it with either

oil or water. This time he rubs 
even longer and more vigor­ 
ously 
than 
before, 
stopping 
when he is satisfied with the re­ 
sult. An application of paste 
wax will help to preserve the 
finish. 
Rubbing 
should 
always 
be 
done with a firm but moderate 
pressure. However, since the 
cutting action usually is greater 
along the edges of the furni­ 
ture, relax the pressure some­ 
what at the 
edges. 
Another 
point: since you will stop every 
once in a while to survey what 
you are doing, be sure there is 
an abundance of light in the 
area so that ybu can accurately 
determine how the project is 
proceeding.
